Tho arrivul ut, thin port of tho U.S 
Bteaaior Eosaca with cases of porhiips 
tho moBt poniif'.iouH disouso of our day, 
is a matter lor grave considoration. 
Yollow fcvor, wliioh takes its familiar 
appellation from tho j'ollow tingo ad- 
Bumod during its courso by tiio 
akin, is a disouyo rimiiing a most 
rapid courso and of so oxtromoly 
iatal ' cbavactor that in inorlality 
it greatly exceeds oven cholera, 
reaching in a bad opidomio as hiyli a» 
70 per cent, it is also infuclioua to a 
degreo not only as regards individuals 
Buffering from tho disoaso, but thoir 
clothing and other poisonal belong ■ 
ings retaining and convoying tho con^ 
tagiOQ. This diacnso, propagntcd by 
contagion and air, multiplies itself by 
pasoiog through iho human eyatom, is 
Bupposed to requiro for its .develop' 
ment.a moan lemporaturo'oiFTO® , and 
bas bithorto been unknown to tho 
north of 48 lat. Wo arc told by Hum- 
boldt, wrilinp^ in the ond oi last con- 
tury, that it wa^ then upknown in 
Sbath America cr on tho Paoifio coast, 
and was confined to tbo Gulf of 
Mosioo and the West India Islands ; 
he, howovor, says if hy iinprovomoiita 
in the art of navigiuion (steam was 
thonanknown) voyagos should be so 
Bhortenod that naiivos of northorn 
climates oould bo rapidly carried into 
ports of Soath America, that it in all 
probability would also extend tboro. 
Suoh has since bcon tho eas-. IJio do 
Janeiro was first visitod in 1819, since 
"which this disease bas existed on~ 
domically. Men to Video also, aud of 
lato years Lima, has suffered. On 
tho Atlantic seaboard Now York 
and Boston liavo boon visited ; 
•while in 1857 Lisbon was deci- 
mated, and in 18GI tho disease was 
carried to St. i^^azairo, in tho district 
of Lower Loire in Franco, by a vessel 
arriving from Cubii,on which occasion 
tho sixtooa laborers omployod in 
clearing the ship, die:], as also tho 
villago medical man who attended 
them. In 1865. great conslcrnalion 
■was excited in Swansea, Enijland, 
by tho nppoarnnco of tlio disease 
which spread on .thoro, introduced 
from a ship arriving from Kavana ; 
thirteen deaths occurring amongst 
those having communication with 
the plagucstrickon ship. Prom 
these cases it is clear that too gre it 
preoaation cannot be bad recoarse to 
even in places out of the rogalar yol- 
low fevor zonoj and now, in oonae- 
qnencd of yellow fever having bcon 
frequently introduced into South., 
ampton, all vessels arriving with Ibis 
disoase are put into quarnntino, Iho 
hiaaltby separated irom the siok, and 
if on tho expiration of a week do case 
amongst tho former ocoars they are 
allowed to leave, while all infected 
clothing is carcfiilly ciihci pubjoctod 
to a diiinfectiiig process or destroyed. 
The Eosaca, wo aio told, was first 
attacked b}- yellow fcvor at Panama, 
on tho 25th Juno, tho disease pro:j;rcss- 
in^ up to lior leaving on Iho lo'.h of 
July, having iiinoteon c;ii-cs at, that 
date on board. On her ])aH--!igo to San 
Francisco aho lest sixLeoii by death and 
had sovoniy.livo euHes, On arrival 
there, Augasl '2i, two m')ro deaths oc- 
curred, and tho ship was ulLiinatcly 
put into quarantine. On her jjaasage 
hero four now casoabliowed ibeinHolves, 
which arc new couvaleecing. Wo be- 
lieve quarantine was not vory st'-iotly 
carried out at San b'raneiscj, as tlio 
officers wore allowed to go on shore, 
the reason given boing that ihey 
had not sufforod ^rom tho disoa.so. 
iNothing, wo think, could have boon 
moro injudicious, as it is not necessary 
for an individual who oommunioatos 
the disoase to be hirasolt under its in . 
fluoncb, inasmuch as it is well known 
that tho poison Ib portable and can bo 
conveyed in any porous or retentive 
material, such as clothing or bedding. 
We do not wish to bo alarmists, an 
the ordinary clitnatio conditions ol 
this coast, so far as our oxporieneo 
goes, iiitorpoHO almuHt an insuperable 
obstado to llio sproad of yellow fever 
in this country ; but Buch an outbreak 
as that at Swanson, shows how this 
discaso may bo carried to coasts 
nudor tho same coti'litions as ours. 
It, thcroloro, is iieaoiirary that iii'-as- 
urea should bo la icon for tho delonco 
of tho community a^ninst tlui intro- 
duolionanJ t-pread of this no much 
drooded diHCUBo, so :is to prevent com- 
munication with an infecled ship, and 
limit tho disporsion of tho ciscaso 
on shore. Wo bolievo that in tho 
present instanoo tho Governor hiis 
wisely loft tho proouutionary moasuros 
in the hands of tho Admiral, and no 
doubt everything that is proper will 
bo done} but wo think that it 
would bo highly desirable that so mo 
\idod steps as regards quarantine 
' - NlatloriH should bo t*ken, us this 
'■'K^-ljo only tho filjk ol[n series of 



Water Supply. 

EniToa British 'Colonist : — My at- 
tention has been drawn to the great want 
of a wholesotuo supply of water for the 
town of yictoria, and, during the last few 
days of more than ordinary hot weather, 
the want of good water has been more 
severely felt. Aside from the great ad- 
vantage in a domestic point of view, that 
ofasanitory consideration should not bo 
lost sight of ; for most • assuredly the uc- 
cumulaliou of sewage^and filth, year after 
year, in the gutters and streets of tho 
town, cannot ;be suffered to continue in an 
aggravated form with impunity. Fre- 
queut warnings hav.e been given by medi- 
cal men of the dangers that must neces- 
sarily arise from local causes. Tho 
clayey* subsoil npon which tho town i.s 
built prevents tho absorption of obnoxious 
gases, consequently the surface soil, only 
a few inches deep, contains an element 
that will sooner or later burst npoii this 
eouiiiHiiiity with a dire revenge, in the 
filiapo of cholera and epedimici, fui 
neglecting nature's first principle, self- 
protection. Tlio next evil to tliat cf 
disease is a cahimity that may fall iiiioii 
us at any time, Fire, and in tho event of 
a large fire, where shall we obtain a supi>Iy 
of water ? I have been a.'^siired by the 
rcprcsonlativo of one of the oldest Fire 
Insuraiiec Companies that little doubt eiui 
he cntert'iiuod but that; the several eoin- 
panics who have ngcneies hero would 
promote and support a water eoa;|iaiiy 
based upon sueh principles as woiihl iii- 
Buru to the town of A'ictoria a powcrl'al 
and an abundant supply of good water. 

Tho writer of these lines has no specu- 
lative ol)ject ill view in drawing the atten- 
tion of residents and property holders lo 
the importance of gruspini,' this siibji-ct of 
tho completion of a syslcai that will sup 
ply tho want abovo alluded to, but would 
be glad to assist to the ulinost in curry- 
ing out tho details of a mulaal j jiiu stock 
company for that purpopo. Where (as 1 
believe they are) the lives of all are in 
jeopardy tho mosses must assist to carry 
the object to perfection, and it is not be- 
yond the reach of our present circumstan- 
ces if all will leud a willing band. I am 
prepared to shew on a very rough esti- 
mate that the water from Elk Lake, 
which has an elevation of about one hun> 
dred and fifty feet above a moan level of 
Yictoria town site, can be brought into 
the town and supplied to every house at a 
reasonable cost by the present population; 
and as the town grows, which it assuredly 
will, the shareholders would not only have 
tho benefit of a great desideratum, Inii 
they would find a source of i)roiii on their 
investment. It is not with any spirit of 
coin['etition to the present Water Com- 
pany that these suggestions are made, but 
"necessity iias no luw,'' and I am per- 
suaded that the company to which I 
allude will yield to tho force of ciremn 
stances and unite in carrying out a more 
extended operation, and one that w:ll not 
only bo a great boon to ourselves but an 
encouragement to others to build up their 
homes amongst us.

As 
an illustration I will give a house now 
paying one dollar per week for miserable 
diriy water, in stinted quantities, whereas 
by tho project now submllted'-'nn 'abiih 
dant never failing supply of good water 
could ho supplied to the sarao house, 
yielding fair interest on the ca-jjital in- 
vested, at one dollar per month. 

If tho aliovo few suggestions, given in 
a crude and hasty iiianiicr, should lead 
Iho citizens of Victoria to entertain them, 
it will be gratifying to mo to know that 
I have merely been the instrument in 
bringing an important subject to thoir 
notice, which I am convinced every reader 
will endorse as positively necessary for 
the hoallh and prosperity of the town of 
Victoria, AQUA.
